orensed by the three voars' strogele that ensued be-
twoeen the two natlons, until iu 1016 it had renched
the sum of one bundred and twenty-soven mli-
lions. Pemee agnln established, provision was made
for the earllest practicable Hgnidation of this lu-
debtedness, inorder thut it might not become n
permanent lncumbiance upon ihe puul'-lc. Tnder
wise and economioal legislation the entire amount
was paid ina period of twenty yenrs, and the ex-
tinguishment of the national debt fdiled the land
with rejoleing, and wae one of the groat ovents of
Pregident Jackson’s administration.
